less skill. Clarke and Barnes kept np 
their acquaintance) during and since tbe 
war, They were like brothers in their 
attachment for each other. In time 
Clarke located at Manatee, Florida, where 
be engaged extensively in fruit growing 
and other enterprises. While be was 
wild in bia personal habits as to sporting 
propensities, Clarke was always a close 
student of hietory and scientific research, 
He concentrated bis toon-ledge in the 
fruit business and was remarkably suc- 
cessful in his ventures. He was eccen- 
tric in his ways, and while be had rela- 
tives ic France and America, be would 
have nothing to do with them. In 1879,

We are told by Demooratio papers and 


other Democratic authorities tbat while 
the Republican party claims to protect 
labor, labor in fact is not protected, aia 
foreign laborers are continually coming 
to this conntty from Europe \o compete 
with our labor.

ceives nearly twice ae much for a day's 
labor ae be did under tbe Democratic 
free;trade tariffs, and nearly double the 
wages the laboror abroad gete lor the 
eatne labor; and in addition to alt this 
the American laborer can bny for one 
day's wages more manufactured prodnote 
than be ever could in tba history ot the 
country. 


Every effort to enact a protective tariff 


law nhioh brings about these results has 
been fonght by every means in their 
power, and at every step by the free trade 
Democratic parly. While it is true that 
the em migration to this country bes been 
enormous, every stomach that has landed 
has become a consumer ot what our far. 
mer raiees, while at the same time he has 
become a contributor to the development 
ol onr country as a workman and a tax 
payer. At the same time protection has 
been continually multiplying industries; 
and furnishing work (or thoee who come 
to onr shores at better wages than they 
ever before enjoyed.

Since tbe days of Abraham men bare 
have had their labor to sell. 
It was 


never sold except when there was a 
buyer, and labor never advanced its 
value by kilting those who wasted to buy 
it, There is labor for sale in every coun- 
try on earth to-day, and where there are 
tbe moat buyers in proportion to the 
amount for eate, there it ie tbe most pro- 
fitable. Wherever labor is for sale, io 
that country it competes in an open and 
free market. This ia true in all the 
countries of Europe, and is also true in 
onr own country and on tbis point there 
can be no argument. 


But, while this is true in the United 


Slates, tbe protectionist ssjs tbe man 
who has his labor to sell in this country, 
nnder our constitution, ie a sovereign, 
anil labor must be made respectable, 
Tbo Democratic party, on the other 
band, said no; and farther, tbat free 
labor must compete with slave labor, 
which is not free to go into the market, 
but which is owned by those who other- 
wise would employ labor.

employment and reduced to want. 


There was plenty of labor to sell but 


few to buy it, and wben bought at all 
wu bought at starvation pricee. Tbe

After signing a iep it rnsde after 


careful And close investigation by the 
Special Senate Commit tee appointel iu 
1891 to inquire into the effects of the 
MoEioley tariff act, which report states 
that tbe prices of tbe necessaries ot lite 
have declined, and that there has been a 
slight increase in wages, Senator Carlisle 
• few days ago tried to destroy the force 
ot-the facts stated by tbat report. 


He said tbat in tbe unprotected in- 


dustries represented by bakers, black- 
smiths, bricklayers, cabinetmakers car- 
penters, common laborers, farm laborers, 
machinist?, masons, iron moulders, paint- 
ers, tailors and tin amitbs, tbe average 
increase of wages for tbe period covered 
by tbe investigation, namely 14 mouths 
prior to the passage of tbe MoKtnley law 
and II months since its passage, was 
75-100 of 1 per eent while in tbe highly 
protected industries the wages of the 
workmen in the production of bar iron, 
beote and shoes, cotton goods, crucible 
steel, flint glass, green glass, lumber, 
machinery, pig-iron, steel ingots, steel 
blooms, steel rails, window glass and 
woolen goods bad fallen 89-100 of 1 per 
cent, as against a rise ot 75-100 per cent 
in tbe unprotected industries named. 


The Senator gives out these conjured 


up figures for liie purpose of leaving the 
impression among weak-kneed Democrsta 
that a protectjve tariff does not protect 
labor. In the first plaoa be convicts his 
party with his own figure*. Tbe tariff 
on the products ot what he calls pro- 
tected industries when imported except 
in tbe one item of woolen goods was 
either reduced or left at what it was 
undet the old act by the MoEinley law, 
In most cases tbe tariff was reduced, and 
if a reduction of wages has followed, does 
tbat fact not attest the fallacy ot the 
Democratic claim tbat a reduction of 
duties will not lower wages? 


But Senator Carlisle does not treat this 


m alter fairly, No protectionist ever 
claimed tbat a protective tariff would 
only affect tbe wages of those who work 
in protected industries. 
Such an as- 


sumption belongs only to the enemies of 
protection. Protection is for the pur- 
pose of diversifying industries, first by 
tbe establishing of industries tbe like 
products of which otherwise would be 
produced abroad end eold in this market. 
These industries cannot be established 


withcnt creating other wants, and thus 
creating and stimulating other Industrie8 


and opening opportunities for labor in 
other fields. The 
demand tor labor 


through the stimulation ot business makes 
labor more profitable 
A feir illustra- 


tion of this principle is found in the 
building of Homestead through tbe es- 
tablishment ot the iron mills by protec- 
tion. In that case in baildicff and main- 
taining the town every class of workmen 
were benefitted, and also tbe fanners. 


Taka the tin industry which is now 


being built np in this country by protec- 
tion. It will ot Course be represented by 
mills scattered all over the country and 
ite benefits to what Senator Carliele celts 
tbe nnprotected industries and labor 
cannot readily be seen, Bnt the benefits 
will exist for all that. Suppose that in- 
stead of being scattered the entire tin 
industry were built up to the extent of 
making all the tin plate our people wi 
coDsame on some spot, on on? prairies 
where there is no other requisite save 
railroads and land. Tbe reeult would be 
tbat the baaiuess ot tbe railroads would 
be increased and tha landowner would 
have a better market for his land. It is 
estimated tbat to prodnce the umoapt of 
tin we consume woald afford a living to 
700,000 people, all ot which would be 
based on this one industry. This means

City Attorney McDonald represented 


Mayor Chambers, and on behalf of De- 
catur extended a cordial welcome [to the 
visitors. The epeecb was full of earnest 
patriotism, in which Mr. MtDonald alia 
ded to the wonderful advarnemeot the 
colored people had made in life einoe the 
ehacfelea of slavery were broken. They 
are now engaged in all the different vo 
cationa of life that American citizens 
are engaged in and have proved them 
selves worthy and efficient. They wor- 
ship but oneliag and that is the stare 
and etripee. They never carried or fol- 
lowed the red Sag of anarchy and atren 
ulouely avoided lawless DCS, and their 
leaders are continually inciting them to 
industry and good government. When 
the Caucasian race freed itself from the 
eba jkles ot superstition it took man gen 
orations to advance in civilization to the 
degree that the colored mac baa attaiced 
since the first day ot January, 1803 
Their liberty wae not a cnree as had been 
predicted, bat ever einoe the day of libers 
tioo there has been a worthy and earnest 
endeavor to educate their children and 
(It ensuing generations Cor the duties of 
citizenship. Even now their voices are 
being heard ID the law making and gov- 
erning bodies with credit to their race 
They should ever press on until all pre- 
judices against thair raoe have been over- 
come by the proof ot the fact by them* 
eelvee that they were capable of attuniot 
to the highest degree of citizenship, an< 
capable oC filling any and all stations in 
lite.

ABDRESS BC GOVEBNCB TIFBR. 


Governor Fifer, who L- locking and 


feeling well, in the start etid it was abso 
lately neoeesary for him to he in Spring 
field by ntgbt, and therefore be wonl< 
speak bnetiy as be would leave on th 
3:lOtrain. He wae received with much 
enthusiasm by the people. Ke spoke 
entirely on the subject of Emancipation 
without a sbade of politics in the address 
Ea devoted tbe first part of the address 
to a clear exposition of how the inetitu 
tion of slavery fastened itself upon the 
institutions of tbie conn try, and declared 
that if Abraham Lincoln had not wiped 
out the blot God Almighty in the end 
would have overthrown the curse. Our 
statesman of the past—50 years ago—did 
not believe in slavery. They were al- 
ways looking forward to tbe time when 
there would be no slavery. The advo- 
cates ot slavery became aggressive, grasp- 
ing and insolent. The speaker was not 
present to stir up etrife—one section 
against acother. The Governor said he 
was born in ;i slave state. In his boy- 
hood days et his home m Staunton, in 
the Sbeuandoah Valley, he had seen 
slaves chained together acd marched up 
to the pomp for water jost like stock. 
Even then it seemed wrong to rue and 
tny father did not believe in it. He 
brought hie children ton frtiestats where 
they could be educated. ID 1800 the 
friends of slavery stock an attitude to 
push the system north, south, east and 
Test.
